news and editorial columns. 


The language of 
the Lithuanian 


people Is ono of the oldest in the 
world. It strikingly resembles some 
of the ancient tongues and seems to 
have nothing in common with the 
Slavic and German. Although 
tho 


Lithuanians 
were 
surrounded 
for 


centuries by TUiGSlan, German and 
Polish influences, they managed to 
preserve their speech in Its original 
purity. 


In richness of vocabulary, Lithu- 


anian Is only equalled by English. 
Many of Its 75,000'words nro almost

with

corresponding 


Greek, Latin or Sanskrit words. So 
well have some of the primitive char-
